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Only  a  Socialist  Britain,  co-operating  with  all  other  peoples  of  the  world  in 
close,  friendly,  free,  and  equal  association  will  be  able  so  to  develop  and  plan  the 
use  of  all  Britain's  material,  productive  and  scientific  resources,  that  every 
citizen  will  be  guaranteed  security,  the  right  to  work  and  leisure,  a  steadily  rising 
standard  of  living,  full  democratic  rights,  and  equal  opportunity  to  enjoy  a  full 
and  happy  life.
